SOUTH’S INDUSTRIAL POTEN- 
TIALITY. 

Twenty-five years ago, or, to be exact, 
in 1880, the United States made 3,800,- 
000 tons of pig-iron. Its production this 
year will be 25,000,000 over. 
Within the same time the production of 
coal has advanced from 71,000,000 tons 
to 400,000,000 tons. The development of 
the coal and iron industry, and in this, 


tons or 


of course, is included steel, has been one 
of the marvels of the world’s history. 
The creation of wealth brought about by 
this vast expansion in metallurgical in- 
terests has been so stupendous that its 
magnitude can scarcely be grasped. 
Millions on top of millions and hundreds 
of millions piled on hundreds of millions 
can alone tell the story of the fortunes 
which have been made in the production 
of coal and iron and steel sand the 
wealth created thereby through the ad- 
vance of cities and States based on the 
great staples. It has been said that 
there are over 40 fortunes of over $50,- 
000,000 each in Pittsburg alone. But 
even this statement scarcely conveys an 
adequate meaning of the almost limit- 
less wealth which has come through the 
utilization of the ores of the Lake Supe- 
rior region and the coal of Pennsyl- 
vania. As often stated in the MANv- 
FACTURERS’ Recorp, the capital invested 
in manufacturing in Pennsylvania—and 
this would not include the fortunes 
which have been made by Pennsylvania 
people through their ownership of ore 
lands in the Lake Superior district and 
coal lands in West Virginia, but simply 
the capital actually invested in indus- 
tries within the limits of Pennsylvania— 
is $2,000,000,000, against $1,600,000,000 
for the 14 Southern States, a difference 
in favor of Pennsylvania of $400,000,000. 
All the manufacturing progress of the 
South, great as it has been, is more than 
duplicated in the capital invested and 
the value of the product of that one 
State. 

This, however, is but an indication of 
the limitless possibilites ahead of the 
South. In this section, which has large- 
ly more than twice as much coal as 
Pennsylvania, Great Britain and Ger- 
many combined, the three greatest coal- 
producing areas of earth, which it is 
safe to say has one-half as much iron 
ore as the entire country, can be dupli- 
cated all of the iron and steel and coal 
business not only of Pennsylvania, but 
of the whole North and West. The 
wealth which has enriched that impe- 
rial State will be more than matched 
by the wealth which is to be made 
through the development of the coal and 
iron and steel interests of the South. 
This section is today producing very 
nearly as much pig-iron as the United 
States made in 1880. Its production of 
coal largely exceeds the total coal output 
of the entire country at that time. The 


iron output of Alabama today rivals 
that of Pennsylvania in 1880. Consid 
ering the great increase in population 
and the vast expansion in the iron in- 
dustry which is now in progress, it 
ought to be entirely within the range of 
possibilities for the coal and iron inter- 
ests of the South to make as much prog- 
ress within the next 15 years as the coal 
and iron interests of the United States 
have made within the last 25 years. Al- 
most visionary as this may seem today, 
it is not beyond possibility. The world 
is moving with giant strides; industrial 
forces mightier than man has ever 
known before are concentrating in the 
South. The people of this section them- 
selves do not quite comprehend what is 
before them. Distance, to give the right 
perspective, is always needed in order 
to gain a better conception of any great 
undertaking or of the capabilities for 
ndvancement of any Rarely 
does the local man grasp the things at 
home. Bound by the environment of his 
life, he is not often able to take that 
broader view of the world’s affairs in 
the movement of which his section or 
his country is to play a part, and so it 
happens that the iron and steel people 
of other sections have a far more accu- 
rate conception of the future of the 
South in iron and steel and coal than 
the Southern man himself. So it is in 
cotton, the strategical value of which in 
the world’s financial and industrial af- 
fairs the South has not yet compre- 
hended. This, next to iron and steel, the 
dominant industry of the world, is pre- 
eminently for the present and for the 
future a Southern asset. It has no rival 
worth considering. As the South practi- 
cally monopolizes the world’s cotton pro- 
duction, it can as population increases 
duplicate the world’s cotton manufac 
turing. And then in cement, an indus- 
try growing with greater rapidity than 
was ever made by any other great inter- 
est in the country, the South has almost

unlimited capabilities. 
that good locations for cement produc- 
tion to the best advantage are almost 
as rare as good locations for an iron 
furnace, but of these good locations the 
South has many; and in this industry, 
which may yet almost, if not quite, rival 
in extent and in wealth created out of 
it iron itself, the South has the oppor- 
tunity for almost unlimited growth. 
Everywhere concrete construction is ad- 
vancing, and cement production must of 
necessity go hand in hand.

Merely consider for a moment the ad- 
vance of wealth during the last quarter 
of a century, the expansion of railroads 
and of iron and coal and other indus- 
tries in that period, and remember that 
the South has inherent resources justi- 
fying more than the duplication of all 
that has been accomplished by the entire 
country. There is practically no limit 
to the future of this section. Its oppor- 
tunities are boundless. What it has 
done is but the merest hint of what it 


will do.

Memphis’ Trade Conditions and Industrial Progress,

KENTUCKY FLUORSPAR, LEAD AND ZINC. 


[Special Correspondence 
Marion, Ky., November 16. 

No other part of the United States has 
more, unique history in the way of min- 
eral development than the section here- 
abouts, and in none are these development 
undertakings of a more interesting charac- 
ter. Nevertheless, | presume I am safe in 
saying that the preponderating majority 
of the people in this world know no more 
of conditions in this section than I did 
when an invitation came to me to come 
over here and see what is being done in the 
way of flourspar, zinc and lead develop- 
ment. I had seen flourspar specimens at 
the magnificent State exhibit made by Ken- 
tucky at the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion in St. Louis, and had vague ideas of 
the lead and zine deposits Kentucky was 
said to contain. But when Marion was 
mentioned the name conveyed to me so lit- 
tle of intelligence as to what I would find 
down here that the results of my investi- 
gations are altogether in the nature of 
revelations to me. 

I find that in flourspar this section is 
producing practically everything that 
comes from American fluorspar mines to- 
day, and is seemingly destined to largely 
supply not only the entire American de- 
mand for this product, but to ultimately 
ship its output to foreign ports as well. 
Also that there are geological and mineral- 
ogical reasons for believing that this dis- 
trict will become a great and permanent 
producer of lead and zinc, rivaling the 
famous Missouri lead and zinc sections, 
while there are likewise expectations that 
there will be an important revival in iron- 
ore production here, as well as a develop- 
ment in the mining of barytes and other 
minerals, including cobalt, a substance so 
important in electrical work that Edison 
has declared he can tremendously reduce 
the cost of electric automobiles by its use. 
Cobalt is a new find here, but it is said to 
have been found in promising quantities, 
and it is hoped that by further prospecting 
it may develop into a commercial propo- 
sition. Barytes is found here in several 
counties in quantities sufficient to justify 
mining operations, and some of it runs as 
high as 99%4 per cent. pure. 


a 


It is on other minerals, however, that 
the section bases its claim to considera- 
tion, especially fluorspar and zinc, and 
while the present iron production is of 
minor importance, this great mineral, too, 
is counted on to add to the development 
and wealth of the section, and it is iron 
which gives to the district its most unique 
historical aspect. For iron has been mined 
here for three-quarters of a century, and 
one of the mines was owned and operated 
by Andrew Jackson, and is known to this 
day as the Jackson mine. In this district 
also, on the Cumberland river, in Critten- 
den county, was the site of the Kelly fur- 
nace, where the first Bessemer steel ever 
made in the world was produced ; for it is 
a matter of record that some years before 
Bessemer announced in England the proc- 
ess of making steel, to which his name is 
rrevocably fixed, William Kelly had dis- 
overed the same process over here and 
had entirely perfected the process of manu- 
acture on identically the same lines for 
vhich Bessemer has received such uni- 


versal credit. There were dozens of fur- 
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naces in this district before the war oper- 
ated by charcoal fuel and by slave labor, 
and in Lyon county there are still two or 
three charcoal furnaces in operation to this 
day. 

There is a lack of railroad transporta- 
tion here, however, and in competition 
with modern methods the iron mines of 
this district have had little show in recent 
years. There are, however, fine bodies of 
hematite ores in Crittenden, 
Livingston counties, and while exact defi-

nite data are yet to be compiled, it is the be- 
lief here that a very important iron-ore 
field may yet be demonstrated to exist in

ble construction of railroads to open up 
the whole district, and with three great 
navigable streams skirting the district 
the Ohio, Cumberland and Tennessee riv- 
ers—it is declared that a more favorable 
location for iron-making can hardly be 
found. 

The only notable effort that has been 
made to develop the iron industry here on 
a big scale was a futile undertaking made 
some 15 years ago by Thomas W. Lawson 
and Boston associates. The fine town of 
Grand Rivers was laid out at a point 
where the Tennessee and Cumberland riv- 
ers come within a mile and a-half of each 
other. Plans for a great industrial center 
at Grand Rivers were .made, a blast fur 
nace was built and houses were con 
structed, among them a business house for 
Lawson made of the iron ore of the dis 
trict. Numerous reasons are given for the 
failure of this project. The fact that al 
though the town was on a branch of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, it was 25 miles 
away from iron ore, which had to be hauled 
in in wagons, is considered as an entirely 
sufficient explanation of the failure, to go 
no further, although another might be sug 
gested in the discovery made quite ger 
erally in the South following the town 
boom era of 15 years ago that even an 
altogether successful blast furnace is a 
wholly inadequate foundation on which to 
build a big industrial center. 

Although this mineral district, composed, 
on this side of the Ohio river, of the coun 
ties of Crittenden, Caldwell, Livingston 
and Lyon, is at the present time under de 
velopment as to fluorspar, lead and zine 
to an extent and on a scientific basis not 
before reached, it is the belief that merely 
a beginning has been made, and that the 
next succeeding years will see a degree of 
development of vastly greater importance. 
In the light of what is expected of the dis 
trict by those interested, it may be com 
mented that nothing in the way of the 
marvelous has been achieved up to the 
present time. But it is explained that the 
district is plated over with mistakes, and 
it is declared that if a man comes in here 
with money and experience or with a dis 
position to seek or avail himself of expert 
advice as to conditions, geologically and 
mechanically, there is not a more inviting 
field anywhere. Some failures have been 
made here in the fluorspar, lead and zine 
lines by parties who had little money and 
less experience, and who proceeded on the 
theory that profitable operations could be 





conducted from the “grass roots.” On the 
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other hand, there have been numerous com- 
fortable fortunes realized out of opera- 
tions here, and a number of companies are 
now operating very profitably; but there 
have been no companies organized on the 
scale of the two operating just over the 
Ohio river in Hardin 
where at Rosiclare John R. McLean, the 


county, Llinois, 


Washington and Cincinnati newspaper 
man, and at Fairview John Mulholland, 
New York and Kansas City banker, are 
extensively engaged in fluorspar, lead and 
zine mining. 

Geologically this is a unique field, and 
unlike any other. In a recent report on 
the district made by BE. O. Ulrich and W. 
S. Tangier Smith, under the direction of 
the United States Geological Survey, it is 
declared that this district differs from 
others chiefly in the presence of basic igne- 
ous dikes, in the abundance of fluorite and 
its almost constant association with lead 
and zine ores, and in the mode of the oc- 
currence of the ores, which are found prin- 
cipally in true fissure veins that have re- 
sulted from fracture and subsequent fault- 
ing. Local authorities point out that the 
ore bodies are along fault planes and true 
fissure veins, and that in one of the numer- 
ous intrusive igneous dikes ore is carried 
as contact on each side of the dike. The 
displacement along the fault planes in fis- 
sures is known to exceed 1500 feet, which 
gives certainly 3000 feet as the depth of 
the ore deposits, with every geological rea- 
son for supposing that they go even be- 
yond that to depths where mining would 
be impractical. The country rocks pene 
trated by these fault planes and fissures 
are the Ste. Genevieve, St. Louis and Sper- 
gen Hill limestones, which are the same 
that carry the lead ores of Southeast Mis- 
souri and the lead and zine ores of South- 
It is argued that at any

west Missouri. 
than at present. The deepest mines on 
either side of the Ohio river are those of 
the Fairview and Rosiclare properties, and 
as they are down no more than 385 feet, 
it is evident that merely the surface has 
been scratched so far. 

With these conditions, it is declared that 
the district needs only capital in sufficient 
quantities and effort intelligently made to 
secure results, there being no question of 
the existence of ore or of the quantities 
of it 

In a letter from C. F. Z. Caracristi, pub- 
lished in the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp of 
March 22, 1906, the statement was made 
that the fluorspar now being shipped from 
England to this country comes from the 
mill tailings of abandoned lead mines, none 
of them now being worked, and that in two 
years these old accumulations will become 
exhausted. At the present time England 
is shipping this fluorspar as ballast; it is 
admitted duty free, and is being sold under 
cost of production. With the exhaustion 
of the English sources of supply there will 
increased demand for American

Local authorities state that published 
statistics as to the production of fluor 
spar in this district are too high. Instead 
of 26,000 tons for 1905, it is declared that 
23,000 would be nearer the exact figures. 
It is also claimed that the shipment from 
the Illinois mines was materially less than

published figures show, so that less than 
50,000 tons was about the quantity mined 
and shipped from the Kentucky-Lllinois 
field last year. To meet all present require 
ments, therefore, there would have to be 
about a 50 per cent. increase in production, 
for outside of the Illinois and Kentucky 
fields there are declared to be no other de 
posits in the world that may be relied on 
for such extensive and economical develop 
ment as these. There is some fluorspar in 
Germany, but so little that its exportation 
is prohibited, and right now German con 
sumers of fluorspar are writing to Ken 
tucky companies for prices for immediate 
delivery in thousand-ton lots. As _ the 
known deposits on the Illinois side of the 
river are in the hands of the companies 
now operating there, it devolves on the 
Kentucky field to furnish the greatly in 
creased demand that will soon be made 
for American flourspar. It is the expecta 
tion locally that the district will arise to 
the occasion. If this is done there will be 
a good deal of outside capital put into 
operation here. 

It would seem that the outlook and the 
possible profits are sufficient to induce such 
investments, especially since improved 
processes have added new possibilities in 
the way of profits. Heretofore it has been 
impossible to separate fluorspar and zinc, 
because they are of the same specific grav 
ity. While fluorspar is helpful in all other 
smelting operations, it is harmful to zinc, 
and such ores have been thrown out. By 
the discovery of a new process, now in suc 
cessful operation here, fluorspar and zin 
are separated completely, and as zine o 
curs in almost all fluorspar mines, there 
will be a greatly-increased production 
Present operations are being carried on by 
the Sanders Ore Separating Co., with daily 
The Messrs. Sanders 
believing that the field 


capacity of 25 tons. 
of New York, 
offered advantages for operations here, es- 
tablished the works. In addition to this 
process, others are being experimented 
with by various mine operators here, and 
it is considered altogether probable that 
other discoveries will be made, greatly to 
the advantage of the entire district. 

Lead has been known to exist in this 
field since 1812, and in 1835 operations 
were carried on in this line by Andrew 
Jackson and others. Mining in a small 
way was continued down to the war, but 
no fluorspar was shipped until 1873. Lack 
of transportation facilities retarded min 
ing operation, and even now there is so 
great a lack of adequate transportation 
that developments in that line are urgently 


in demand. It is declared that an electri: 


trolley line 25 miles in length would open 
the whole district and become one of th: 
best paying propositions in the country 
It costs now an average of $1 per ton to 
transport ore by wagon to the railroad or 
river. If half this price were charged by 
the trolley line it would yield a handsome 
revenue, as the production of the district 
would be greatly increased, and it would 
be in position to supply the entire demand 
of the country for fluorspar, shipping by 
barge to Pittsburg and other large centers 
of consumption reached via the Ohio and 
Cumberland rivers In addition, there 
would be a large local business secured 
from a territory not now supplied with 
railroad transportation, and there would 
be an increased population, with an accom 
panying still further increase in local busi 
ness. It is declared that the line could be 
easily built; that the location is an ideal 
one for the trolley line, and that investiga 
tion will demonstrate the proposition to be 
a particularly attractive one from any 
standpoint. 

There have been periodical seasons of 
activity in these fields, and a considerable 
amount of money, mostly in small sums, 


has been put into the district at various

The Tabb mines will be the last of the 
four properties the Kentucky Company 
will get to, but when developed they are 
expected to prove very satisfactory pro- 
ducers of fluorspar, lead and zine. Up to 
a year ago all the production from these 
mines was simply through surface open- 
ings. 

Along the Tabb fault is the Tabor prop- 
erty, a well-developed mine that has al- 
ready produced thousands of tons of fluor- 
spar and lead. The mine has been devel- 
oped 214 feet, and levels have been driven 
through a solid vein of lead and spar 300 
feet in length, showing an ore body of from 
+ to 16 feet wide, with well-defined walls. 
A steam plant is about to be installed here. 
Adjoining the Tabor is the Ashbridge mine, 
which from the discovery shaft has pro- 
duced about 10,000 tons of gravel fluor- 
spar in a distance of 264 feet. This shaft 
is now down 200 feet. At the east end of 
the property two new shafts have been put 
down, and at 80 feet a six-foot vein of ore 
was struck, which has been drifted on for 
100 more feet.

The Marion Zinc Co. is an organiaztion 
of outside capital, mostly of Fort Wayne, 
Ind. The president of the company is Mr. 
C. S. Knight of Fort Wayne, who has 
been in the district giving his personal at- 
tention to the work for the past five years. 
At the Riley mine, a spar and lead mine, 
now down a depth of 209 feet in a straight 
shaft, there is a fine equipment of steam 
hoist, drills, ete., and a regular Joplin 
mill for the separation of the spar and 
lead. Work is being done at 35, 70 and 
172-foot levels, and at 172 feet they are 
cross-cutting. There is a production of 
20 tons daily, and the work is going ahead. 
In driving the 172 cross-cut a fine vein of 
steam coal four feet thick was struck. 
This company is arranging to put in a 
grinding mill to make ground spar for the 
market. 

At Lula there is the Mann mine, one of 
the principal zinc mines of the district, 
which is under private ownership. Car- 
bonate of zine is being mined here, of which 
there are 600 tons piled up on the dump 
ready for the market. A nine-foot face 
of this valuable ore is exposed at the pres- 
ent workings. 

Over in Livingston county, about one 
and one-half miles south of Salem, is the 
Mastern Star group of mines, owned by the 
Eagle Fluorspar Co. of Wheeling, W. Va. 
Here a shaft has been sunk to a depth of 
180 feet, and at this depth the vein, be- 
tween perfectly well-defined walls, was 20 
feet, measured by tape line. The ore is 
lead, zinc and fluorspar. The company 
has been working for three or four years 
on the problem of separating the zinc and 
fluorspar, but with what result is not yet 
ascertained. 

The Albany Mining & Investment Co., 
composed of Muncie (Ind.) people, have 
erected at the Nancy Hanks mines, near 
Salem, a Joplin type of mill for the sepa- 
ration of lead and fluorspar. They have 


also added a small fluorspar grinding 
plant. They are down about 220 feet, are

In addition to this mineral wealth of 
such variety, there is near Salem what is 
called the Stevens fire-clay deposit. Not 
only is there a practically inexhaustible 
quantity of it, but so superior a quality of 
fire-clay has it proved to be that it stands 
a handicap of $2 per ton for hauling by 
wagon from Salem to Marion. Over 13,- 
000 tons of the clay have thus been moved 
and shipped by rail to the Western Tube 
Works at Kewanee, III.

TO MAKE FERTILIZERS. 


to Be Established by the 
Armours at Augusta. 


Plant 


[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 

Augusta, Ga., November 17. 
The establishment of a fertilizer plant in 
Augusta by the Armour Fertilizer Co. has 
just been announced by Mr. J. L. Ether- 
edge, local manager of the company. The 
new concern will be located just outside 
the city limits on the site of the old glass 
works, and $100,000 will be used in con- 


structing and equipping the plant. The 
output of the factory will be worth $500,- 
000 annually, and the weekly pay-roll will 
amount to $5000, The factory is the third 
to be established in Georgia by the Armour 
Company. and it will be one of the best 
and most modern plants in the South. The 
manufacture of high-grade fertilizer will 
be the chief product of the concern, and 
the demand for this grade of fertilizers by 
the farmers in intensive farming causes al] 
fertilizer companies to give more attention 
to goods with a high analysis in available 
plant food. Efforts have been made for 
some time to get the Armour Company to 
put up a fertilizer plant here, and its es- 
tablishment is considered a great addition 
to the industrial enterprises of Augusta. 

The Chamber of Commerce is now tak- 
ing steps to secure a starch factory for 
Augusta, and if it is successful the farm- 
ing territory may be developed in a new 
way. Augusta farming territory holds a 
record for the production of sweet pota- 
toes, Mr. Middleton Seage having made a 
yield of 740 bushels on one acre on a farm 
near Gracewood, about seven miles from 
the city. The new starch factory will use 
potatoes if the farmers will grow them in 
sufficient quantities at a reasonable price, 
but it is not stated what the price may be 
to be called reasonable by the starch people. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the City 
Council have taken active steps to secure 
the establishment of a government machine 
and small arms plant in Augusta at the 
arsenal. Some time ago an appropriation 
of $50,000 was made to put up the build- 
ing and equipments, but the amount has 
not been expended. This was the initial 
appropriation, and appropriations aggre- 
gating $200,000 more were to follow to 
complete the work. The Chamber of Com- 
merce and Council have appointed a com- 
mittee to attend the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress, which convenes in 
Washington December 6, and it is pro- 
posed that the same committee take up the 
matter of having work on the small arms 
plant begun at once. The plant as planned 
will employ 50 skilled mechanics and ma- 
chinists, and will be a valuable addition to 
the high-class industries of the city.

New Orleans and Tampa Steamships. 

Announcements made last week at 
Tampa, Fla., regarding the establishment 
of a steamship line between Tampa, Fla., 
and New Orleans, La., have been followed 
by the incorporation of the New Orleans 
& Tampa Navigation Co. This company 
has a capital stock of $500,000, and its in- 





corporators are Messrs. R. C. Caples of 
the National Steel & Wire Co., Scott Me- 
Lanahan, John O’Leary, Thomas H. 
Franklin and B. L. Whitlock of New York 
city, George B. Wilson of Passaic, N. J., 
and George L. Craig of Toledo, Ohio. 
Docks ‘have been leased on the river front 
at Tampa and wharf facilities have been 
secured at New Orleans. Mr. McLanahan 
was in Tampa last week furthering plans 
for this enterprise, and is credited with 
having stated that advantageous traffic 
arrangements have been made by the new 
company with the big railroad systems of 
the North and West. Both passenger and 
freight steamships will be operated. 





TEXAS FULLER’S EARTH. 
Plant to Develop Deposits at Somer- 
ville. 

Among the prominent developments of 
especial note in Texas are large kaolin 
beds in Edwards county and a fuller’s- 
earth deposit at Somerville on the land be- 
longing to Somerville Development & Im- 
provement Co. The Somerville deposit 
practically lies on the surface of the earth, 
with only enough cover or overburden to 
protect it from the element. The thick- 
ness of the deposit varies from 8 to 14% 
feet, and the bed or floor of the mine is 
practically on a level plain. A civil engi- 
neer of Dallas, Texas, was employed to 
map, survey and estimate the amount of 
fuller’s earth in this deposit, and when the 
work was completed, after having dug nu- 
merous shafts and many auger borings in 
some 20 or 30 places, it was estimated that 
the deposit would market not less than 
700,000 tons of pure fuller’s earth. 

Adjacent to this large deposit of fuller’s 
earth is a site for the erection of a plant 
to prepare the earth for commercial uses. 
There exists close to this deposit a natural 
reservoir which can be formed by building 
a dam across the creek, which has hereto- 
fore cut itself into the banks and through 
the deposits of fuller’s earth. 

The commercial value of fuller’s earth 
has been known for a number of years, and 
the high grades such as the Somerville 
deposit is worth about $20 per ton, and 
when manufactured for medicinal uses and 
otherwise prepared for the drug trade in 
which it is to a large extent used, many 
times this amount. 

On November 3 the Somerville Develop- 
ment & Improvement Co. contracted on a 
royalty basis with Mr. N. W. Dunham for 
a lease of 99 years on all the fuller’s-earth 
rights, together with water privileges, and 
also all the fuel now on their land. Mr. 
N. W. Dunham will proceed at once to 
erect a large plant and will mine and mill 
and prepare the earth for the different 
commercial uses. A very large power- 
house will be built adjacent to the dam to 
supply power for the machines for mining 
the earth and to supply power to the In- 
dustrial Railroad for transporting the 
earth from the mine to the air-drying 
sheds and from these to the crushers and 
rolls. 

The latest improved machinery will be 
installed, including revolving, cylindrical 
driers, and the latest scientifically-con- 
structed attrition mills for the very fine 
pulverizing of the product. Large air 
vacuum separating machines of the highest 
capacity will be installed, and altogether 
it is to be a most up-to-date plant for the 
mining and manufacture of fuller’s earth. 

The cost of this plant will be upwards 
of $50,000, and it will have a capacity 
from 50 to 100 tons daily of the manufac- 
tured article. One very important feature 
of this transaction is the great amount of 
fuel on the land, and this is a very neces- 
sary requisite for the operating of the 
plant. 

The civil engineering preparatory to the 
construction of the earth works is already 








completed. And it is expected that the 
new plant will be in running order by June 
1, 1907. 


Norfolk’s Big Cigarette Factory. 

An acquisition which will be of impor- 
tance in connection with the present man- 
ufacturing interests of Norfolk, Va., is the 
big cigarette factory which the Ware- 
Kramer Tobacco Co. of Wilson, N. C., will 
establish. Some weeks ago it was an- 
nounced that the company intended to 
locate a plant in Norfolk, and last week 
the details were stated. The company will 
erect a six-story building of brick and stone 
with a mansard roof to cost about $50,000, 
and the machinery to be installed for manu- 
facturing will cost about $60,000. Contracts 
have been awarded for the machinery, in- 
cluding 10 cigarette machines to cost $4000 
each and five packing machines to cost 
$3500 each. The first floor of the build- 
ing will be used for offices and storage 
supplies; the second floor for manufactur- 
ing; a portion of the third floor for manu- 
facturing and for storage of lithographs, 
and the remainder for the storage of leaf 
tobacco and for cutting, stemming, drying 
and otherwise handling tobacco prepara- 
tory to manufacturing. Mr. F. D. Ware 
is president and general manager of the 
company. 


Mississippi’s Water Resources. 

Messrs. A. F. Crider and L. C. Johnson 
of the United States Geological Survey 
are joint authors of a report on the under- 
ground-water resources of Mississippi that 
should be helpful to those seeking supplies 
of potable water in that State. 

In the Gulf coastal plain, of which Mis- 
sissippi is a part, conditions are favorable 
for reducing to a minimum the death-rate 
caused by drinking impure and unwhole- 
some water. A study of the geologic con- 
ditions of the State shows that there is a 
great thickness of unconsolidated sands in- 
terbedded with water-tight clays which dip 
slightly to the south and west and form 
large underground reservoirs for the accu- 
mulation of water. The State has a heavy 
annual rainfall, which enters the upturned 
edges of the open-textured sands, collects 
in these wide reservoirs and thus becomes 
available as well water when the overlying 
strata are drilled through. Good deep 
well water can be obtained over almost the 
entire State, and there are large areas in 
which under favorable conditions flowing 
wells are obtained. The dip of the strata 
is so regular and the water horizons are 
so numerous that the areas are small in 
which potable water cannot be found at 
comparatively shallow depths. 

In most of the localities that have flow- 
ing wells the supply seems adequate for 
all demands so far made upon it. The 
low cost of driling wells in the Gulf em- 
bayment has made it possible for even the 
poorest to have plenty of good water. 
Railroads, cotton mills, sawmills, canning 
factories and various public works have 
found the deep-well water cheaper and bet- 
ter than surficial water. Along the south- 
ern coast in the rice area water for irriga- 
tion is in many places obtained from arte- 
sian wells. 

Preliminary to discussing the under- 
ground-water resources of the State the 
authors of this paper describe its topog- 
raphy and geology. Copious notes are 
furnished on wells throughout the various 
counties, well records are given and analy- 
ses of individual waters are published.

ATLANTIC COAST LINE. 


Steady Progress and Prosperity Dis- 
played by the Annual Report. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Co. 
has just issued its annual report covering 
the fiscal year ended June 30 last and dis- 
playing a very gratifying condition of the 
property. The average mileage operated 
was 4527 miles, and the gross earnings 
were $24,868,448, increase as compared 
with the preceding year $2,645,545; oper- 
ating expenses and taxes, $16,892,199, in- 
crease $2,702,431; net income from opera- 
tion 87,976,248, decrease $56,886: total 
income $10,542,182, 299 ; 
net income $4,816,942, increase $147,229; 
net surplus for the year after the payment 
of dividend $2,098,512. The ratio of oper-

ating expenses and taxes to gross earnings 
from operations was 67.93 per cent., an 
increase of 4.08 per cent. as compared with 
the previous year. 

Freight earnings increased nearly 13 
per cent., passenger earnings increased 
over 11 per cent., express earnings more 
than 714 per cent. and miscellaneous earn- 
ings about 9° per cent., the total earnings 
showing an average increase of 11.9 per 
cent. The average increase in operating 
expenses and taxes was over 19 per cent.., 
the increase for maintenance of equipment 
being nearly 39 per cent., but the cost of 
conducting transportation increased only 
a little over 19 per cent. The increase for 
maintenance of equipment is shown by the 
charging to operating expenses of such new 
locomotives and cars as were purchased to 
replace old locomotives and cars, the addi- 
tional engines and cars being charged to 
the capital account. These purchases of 
new equipment included 50 locomotives 
and 15 passenger cars. There were also 
acquired (some being purchased and some 
being built by the company) 3162 freight 
cars, and there were built by the company 
three mail and express cars. The total 
equipment of the company at the date of 
the annual report consisted of 545 locomo- 
tives, 528 passenger train cars, 18,108 
freight train cars and 501 road service 
ears. The floating equipment comprises 
11 pieces, including tugboat and barges. 


In addition to the equipment noted, or- 
ders were placed for 67 locomotives, 4211 
freight cars, 48 passenger train cars and 
63 roadway cars. This equipment is now 
being delivered, but much of it is from two 
to six months overdue. 

The yards of the company at South 
tocky Mount, Wilmington, Florence, Sa- 
vannah, Waycross, Jacksonville and Lake- 
land have been or are now being more 
than doubled in capacity. 

Concerning the Jacksonville & South- 
western extension, it is stated that all of 
this work was not completed during the 
last fiscal year, but it is hoped that the 
entire extension will be opened for traffic 
during the present fiscal year. Part of the 
Jacksonville export terminals was put in 
operation last winter, principally to handle 
lumber, but nearly all the work authorized 
on this improvement has now been com- 
pleted excepting some dredging. 

Through the efforts of the immigration 
department 504 settlers were located on 
the company’s lines to engage in agricul- 
tural pursuits and 241 settlers were simi- 
larly located to engage in various indus- 
tries. These figures, it must be noted, rep- 
resent only heads of families. During the 
fiscal year 334 industries, such as facto- 
ries, mills, etc., were located on the line. 

The company purchased during the year 
25,000 tons of 85-pound steel rail, but at 
the end of the period only 12,029 tons had

MINING 


Mississippi Geological Survey. 

During the past summer Director A. F. 
Crider, Dr. W. N. Logan of the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College, Dr. Calvin 
S. Brown of the State University, mem- 
bers of the Mississippi Geological Survey, 
have been investigating cement materials, 
clays and lignites, which are considered of 
the greatest importance at present to the 
people of the State, and reports on them 
are now being prepared for publication. 
Not until a very recent date was it known 
that Mississippi possesses the raw products 
for the manufacture of Portland cement. 
In the study of the various materials the 
director visited 31 counties and made a 
representative collection of samples of 
cement limestone, clays and marls, which 
have been turned over to the chemist for 
analysis. The report on them will include 
a discussion of the methods of cement man- 
ufacture, the location and the amount of 
material and the chemical analysis and 
tests of the products. 

Dr. Logan visited 41 counties and col- 
lected 40 samples of clay for analysis and 
laboratory experiments. His report will 
be of great value to the clayworkers, for 
at present there is a great demand in every 
section of the State for common building 
brick, according to the report of Director 
Crider, from which these facts are taken, 
and particularly in the southern and east- 
ern parts of the State there is a scarcity 
of good brick clays. But there is an abun- 
dance of highly plastic clays which, by be- 
ing mixed with sand, sandy clay, sawdust, 
coal slack or cinders, may be rendered 
workable. Though Mississippi possesses a 
large amount of clays, all the sewer pipe, 
terra-cotta, fire-brick and pavers now used 
in the State are shifting from elsewhere. 
Dr. Brown visited 35 counties in which 
occur the principal outcrop of lignite, and 
he will report upon the thickness of the de- 
posits, the possibility of mining them and 
the fuel value of the lignite. 

The survey has noted with great interest 
the success of making roads with burned 
clay, and will take up the question of road- 
building clays. In concluding his report 
Director Crider recommends the publica- 
tion of a large geological map of the State, 
the selection of a chemist, the disposition 
of surplus funds remaining in the treasury 
and the co-operation of the State Survey 
with the United States Geological Survey. 


To Mine Coal by Electricity. 

Among the new mine openings being 
made in West Virginia are those of the 
Fairmont Coal Co. on Robinson run, 12 
miles north of Clarksburg, W. Va. This 
company has been completing its arrange- 
ments for these mines, and a number of 
openings have been made. A wooden tipple 
will be constructed, work to begin at once 
under the supervision of C. S. Riggs, su- 
perintendent of construction. It is ex- 
pected that the new mines will be in opera- 
tion early in 1907 with a daily capacity of 
1200 tons and employing 300 men. About 
$150,000 will be the cost ot the plant. A 
novel feature of these mines will be the 
operation of all the machinery by elec- 
tricity, the supply to be obtained from a 
local electric railway company. The Fair- 
mont Coal Co.’s main offices are in the 
Continental Trust Building, Baltimore, 
Md. Mr. L. L. Malone, general manager 
at Fairmont, W. Va., can be addressed for 
any information desired regarding machin- 


ery and equipment. 


Missouri Zinc and Lead. 
Dispatches from Joplin, Mo., November 
18 state that for the first time in the his- 
tory of the district the value of the ship- 
ment of zine and lead ore for one week ex- 
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value of zinc and lead ore for the-46 weeks 
to a total of $13,387,784. This is an aver- 
age vaiuation of $291,038 per week, and if 





maintained to the end of the year will 
place the year’s value at $15,124,000, an 
increase of more than $1,500,000 over last 
year. The highest price paid for zine is 
reported at $49.50 per ton on an assay 
basis of $48 to $45.50 per ton of 60 per 
cent. zine. Lead sold at $85.50 per ton. 
The highest price for zine a year ago was 
$55, and for lead $71.50 per ton. The 
price paid for lead is the highest known, 
and was brought about by active competi- 
tion of the local smelters to secure a larger 


proportion of the output. 


To Develop Lead Deposits. 

Last week the MANUFACTURERS’ REC 
orp referred to the incorporation of the 
Alyce Mineral Co., which has a capital 
stock of $400,000.
